Double Tragedy by Mind Unbalanced in 
Philippines War Service.

When Mrs. Rhoda Bullock of 912 
South Seventh street learned that her 
husband, George Bullock, had _ slain 
18-year-old Cora Miller of Belleville and 
himself because of their unhappy love 


for each other, the natural jealousy of 
& woman abandoned for another availed 
for only a moment to repress her pity 
and grief. Her second thought was to 
find an excuse for her husband’s breach 
of faith with her and his tragic deed. 

“Georg® served his country three years 
in the Philippines,” she said, pitying- 
ly. ‘He underwent the hardships of a 
terrible campaign under a tropic sun, 
through jungles and feverish marshes, 
drouth and drenching rain, and I think 
he, like so many others, was mentally 
deranged by jnis acduous duty to his 
country. 

“Six months after our marriage, in 
January, 1905, he attempted to commit 
Suicide with laudamum, and ‘was saved 
at the City Hospital. 

“We were never divorced.” 

Bullock was 31 years old. Mrs. Bul- 
lock ig 38. She has two children by a 
previous mariiage, a girl 16 years old 
and a boy 14. 

Last Request Net Heeded. 

The last wish « Cora Miller that she 
be buried with Bullock; with whom she 
freely went to her death, a red: rose in 
her ‘hair, emblematic of the mad pas- 
Sion that inspired the ueed, 1.ill not be 
heeded. Her wrothers, whose natural 
Opposition to the love atiair was the ex- 
cuse given by the pair for the tragedy. 
Will bury her body at Hampton, Ill. her 
mother’s home, and Bullock will be 
buried at Ashley, Il, 

Their bodies, clasped in an embrace 
which could hardly be loosened, were 
found Wednesday afternoon on the 
shore of Triangle Lake, a mile north- 
east of Belleville. In the forehead of 
each was a bullet wound, and notes be- 
side them indicated they had ended 
their lives in turn in fullfilment of a 
Suicide agreement. 


Dressed in Scariet. 
Miss Miller, who was only 18 years 


old, had costumed herself like a great 
actress going to the catastrophe scene 
of a drama. Her dress was of the 
scarlet which has always symbolized 
bassion and tragedy, and as a finishing 
touch, worthy of one of Poe's ghastly 
romances, she had placed a glowing 
red rose in her auburn hair. 

She lay on her back, with her right 
arm outstretched under her sweetheart’s 
body. The man lay facing her, with one 
arm thrown about her. Between them 
lay a revolver, with three chambers 
empty. 

Had Been Married. 
_ At the inquest Mrs. Bullock, the dead 
Man's mother, and John and Henry 
~-@r, brothers of the ‘girl, stated that 
the couple had been going together three 
pepatns, and were married in St. Louls 
six weeks ago under assumed names.

Married a Widow. 

Bullock married Mrs. Rhoda Phelps, 
a widow, in Ashley and immediately 
moved to St. Leuis, where they lived 
at 1515 South Seventh street. It was at 
this address that he attempted suicide

Litigation Grows Out of a $30,000 


Loan to H. I. Cantwell. 

Harry J. Cantwell filed suit Thurs- 
day against the executors of the estate 
of Richard M. Scruggs, late wealthy 
dry goods merchant, as the result of 
a deal in mining steck. An accounting 
of the profits of the transaction is 
asked, and fhe suit involves a balance 
exceedings $43,000. 

Robert Johnston and W. Frank Car- 
ter are the executors named. 
Cantwell sets forth that Oct. 12, 1901, 
he borrowed $30,000 from Mr. Scruggs 
on a six months’ note, depositing as 

















collateral five notes of. the Catherine 
Lead Co. for $50,000, and 5000 shares of 
the St. Louis Prospecting. Co., also-val- 
ued at $50,000. The. notes were later 
changed to bonds, and the loan was re- 
newed from time to time. The mdebt- 
edness was reduced to $28,500, 

At Mr. Scruggs’ request, the petition 
states,. the collateral was transferred 
to him, Cantwell having the option 
of repurchase. ' 

After Mr. Scruggs’ death the execu- 
tors retained the collateral, it is stated, 
and collected on coupons $18,500 and re- 
alized by the sale of-stock and bonds 
$68.350, making the total realized by the 
estate $81,050.95.

& Democrat, in so far as that term is 
used as a party designation, although he 
May not indorse all of the party plat- 
form or be Demicratic in his instincts. 


* If in addition to voting the Democratic 


ticket he indorses tie piatform adopted 
_by the party no one can dispute his title 
to the appellation Democrat when the 
subject is viewed from the standpoint 
of the party. 

A party organization has a right to 
choose its own name, to write its plat- 
form and to nominate its own candi- 
dates; and employing the word Demo- 
crat in a party sense, the party has a 
‘Tight to withhold the name Democrat 
from anyone who refused to accept the 
purty’s decision without questioning the 
right of a person to leave nis party or- 
Ganization at the command of his con- 
science and his judgment. It is only 
fair to say that he cannot take the 
party name with him if he dissents 
from the opinions and acts of the ma- 
jority of the party, for the rule of the 


*- majority is as much a part of party 


government as it is a part of our theory 
of government. Men upon the outside 
may claim to be more Democratic than 
men on the inside of the party—and 
under a broader definition of the wora 


- Democrat they may be—and yet, from 


_@ party standpoint, their claim cannot 
be allowed wiih the obliteration of party 


distinctions. 


A Party Democrat. 


_ “If then, by your question, “What is a 


Democrat?” you mean to ask for a 
‘@efinition considered from a party stand- 
point I would say that a Democrat is 


_ one who considers himself a member of 


the Democratic organization, who works 


ty “who expects to vote the Teemocratic 


_ I do not mean to say that by taking 
art in the organization he would bind 





sufficient reasons can be given for re- 


! fusal. 


I may add that his membership in the 
Democratic party cannot be thoroughly 
Democratic unless he considers other 
members equally entitled with him to a 
voice in the party’s deliberations and to 
an influence in the party’s management. 
No intelligent man becomes. a member 
of the party with the expectation that 
he will agree upon all subjects with 
every member of the party, but he 
ought to expect to agree with other 
members on the general policy of the 
yparty and be willing to confer on equal 
terms with other members as to details 
and methods, content that the voice of 
the majority shall be the voice of the 
party unless the majority violates some 
fundamental principle or demands of. 
him the surrender of a conviction. 

I think, however, that your question | 
calls for a broader consideration of the 
subject. If the Democratic party is en 
titled to the name, it must be true 
to the ideas of Democracy, and if we 
can for a moment lay aside party defi- 
nitions, I will define a Democrat as one 
who believes in the rule of the people. 
The word Democracy is derived from 
the Greek, and the two, words—Demos, 
the people, and krateo, to rule—leave 
no doubt that a democracy is a gov- 
ernment in which the people rule. A 
Democrat, therefore, if the meaning of 
the name is considered, is one who be- 
lieves in the rule of the people. 

Jefferson Democrats, 

This view of the subject is sustained 
by the writings of Jefferson. A short 
time before his death, in a letter to 
Mr. Lee, he said: ‘““Men by their consti- 
tutions are naturally divided into two 
parties; first, those who fear and dis- 
trust the people and wish to draw all 
power from them into the hands of the 
higher classes; second, those who iden- 
tify themselves with the people, have 
confidence in them, cherish and consfder 
them as the most wise depository of 
the public interests. In every country 
these two parties exist, ana in every one 
where they are free to think, speak and 
write, they will declare themselves,”’ 
Then, speaking of the various names 
which have been applied in different 
countries to these two parties, he said: 
“The last appellation of aristocrats and 
Democrats is the true one, expressing 
the essence of all.” 

It will be seen that Jefferson used the 
word Democrat to distinguish those who 
have confidence in the people, and the 


word aristocrat to describe those who 


fear and distrust the people, and no one 
can torture the word Democrat into any 
other meaning or apply it accurately 
without considering the distinction which 
Jefferson points out. 

What Jefferson said was true at the 
time he said it, and it is as true today. 
These two parties are to be found in 
every cOuntry, and no matter by what 
name they are known, they represent 
the two elements in society. Those who 
trust the people are everywhere endeav- 
oring to bring the Government nearer 
the people, and to make it more respon- 
sive to the will of the people. Those 
who distrust the people are everywhere 
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If there is one member of 
the human system that will 
pay you back in full meas- 
ure for all the injury you 
do it, it is the teeth. Neg- 
lect is no worse than exper- 
imenting with worthless 
Dentifrices. Both will has- 
ten the day of bitter regre’.

We have in this country the distinc- 


tion which Jefferson ‘pointed out, and 
from the earliest time have had among 
our inhabitants both the aristocrat and 
he democrat. Hamilton reyptesented the 
aristocratic idea of his duty. and pro- 
posed a plain of governmerit which pro- 
vided for a President holdite office dur- 
ing good behavior, for Sensitors holding 
office during good behavior, and for 
Governors appointed by the Federal 
Government and holding @ffice during 
good behavior. Hamilton distrusted the 
people and wanted to renaove the gov- 
ernment as far from the people as pos- 
sible. He feared the “piissions of the 
multitude,” the “influence of the mob,” 
etc., etc. 

We have some today whe take Hamil- 
ton as their ideal, and wie, like Hamil- 
ton, distrust the people and seek to 
build complicated systenidy of represen- 
tation between the people and their 
public servants. These, hawever, do not 
represent the mass of the voters in any 
party, and can only be successful when 
they can deceive the party as to their 
real position and purpose. 

Hamilton’s idea was repudiated at the 
time of the adoption of the Constitu- 
tion, and the ideas of Jeferson were tri- 
umphant. The popular inlea has contin- 


a 








| ued to grow and the doctrines of Jeffer- 
son were never stronger than they are 
today. Our Uniteu States Senate is more 
Hamiltonian in its method of election 
than the House, and the constant growth 
of sentiment in favor of the popular 
election of United States senators is 
evidence that the Democratic idea is 
larger than the membership oi any par- 
ty. I can remember very well when 
the resolution of submitting the neces- 
sary constitutional amendment passed 
the National House for the first time. A 
number of Democratic senators were 
fearful of the effect of the change; it 
was a new departure, and they were 
very conservative; but time has either 
convinced them or forced them to keep 
silent, and the same influence is at 
work converting Republican leaders or 
silencing them. The popular election of 
senators by the people was indorsed by 
the Democratic National Convention of 
1900 and by the Democratic National 
Convention of 1%4. While the Commit- 
tee on Resolutions spent 16 hours on the 
1904 platform, this was one _ question 
upon which there was no division of sen- 
timent. Today a man can hardly claim 
to be Democratic in his ideas and yet 
oppose the popular election of United 
States senators. 

There is a question, 


mewerer, upon 
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| which is at present a division of opin- 


ion among Democrats, namely— the in- 
itiative and referendum, or, as the sys- 
tem is sometimes called, direct legisla- 
tion. These terms are used to describe 
the system which gives to the people a 
larger control over their own affairs by 
permitting them to vote directly on 
propositions submitted to them. This 
reform will not abolish representatives, 
but it will enable the voters to coerce 
the representatives into obedience to the 
popular will. As the subject is better 
understood, its harmony with Democ- 
racy will become more and more ap- 
parent, and I have-no doubt that the 
time will come when the people will 
understand the subject of direct legis- 
lation as well as they do the popular 
election of senators, and then it will 
be as difficult for a Democrat to oppose 
the former as it is now to oppose the 
latter. 

While. the application of the doctrine 
of direct legislation was naturally made 
to the city first and to the State after- 
ward, the principle applies just as well 
to the national Government as to the 
governments covering smaller areas. 
The question is, shall the people rule? 
And that question is as vital in the gov- 
ernment of the nation as in the govern- 
ment of a State, a county or a city. 
Of course, in the nation the equal po- 
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| sttiton of the states must be respected, 


and it is absurd to talk of the small 
states being overwhelmed by a popular 
vote, for those who favor the application 
of the initiative and referendum to na- 
tional questions, favor it with the un- 
derstanding that the people of @ ma- 
jority of the states, as well as a ma- 
jority of all the people, must concur. 
One who believes in the right of the 
people to rule and in the capacity of 
the people for self-government, natyr- 
ally accepts the fundamental Democrat- 
fic doctrine of local self-government— 
that is, that the people can govern best 


‘where they best understand conditions. 


The Democrat believes that the individu- 
al should be left to choose his own 
course except where his action would 
injuriously affect others; that each com- 
munity should attend to its own mat- 
ters; that the State should have control 
of State affairs, and that the Federal 
Government should be supreme in fis 
sphere. 
Must Believe in People. 


If a man is really Democratic in sen- 
timent, that is, if he really believes in 
the rule of the people, this belief domi- 
nates him in the consideration of all 
questions that come before the people. 

He looks at questions from the stand- 





point of the whole people and not from 
the standpoint of a few. His concep- 
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‘the bottom, not from the top. While d 


the aristocrat pictures as. 
dripping down to the masses from the 
well-to-do, the Democrat cannot im- 
agine a prosperity that does not begin 
with the producers of wealth. ; 

There are those who are constantly 
and consistently Democratic, ana there 
are those who are Democratic tn Spjts, 
there are those who apply Democratic 
principles to all questions, and there are 
those who apply Democratic Principles 
to some questions. It ought to be the 
purpose of those who engage in educa- 
tional work to enlarge the number of 
questions to which Demucratic princi- 
ples are applied. 

It is hardly worth while to Waste 
time upon one who is really aristocratic 
in sentiment. It is impossible to make 
a Democrat out of him until he has a 
change of heart, but it is possible to 
show a rea! Democrat that he has failed 
to apply Democratic principles to a 
particular question,

Advantages of System. 


“This policy is of signal advant 
to the manufacturers and other ship- 
pers of St. Louis. It puts them on an 
absolute parity so far as switching 
charges for their fuel, their supplies 
and their products are concerned. In 
consequence, they may locate their fac- 
tories where ground is cheap, whether 
on our tracks or those of other lines. 
For the switching charges include de- 
livery even to switches located off our 
tracks. 

“If a manufacturer whose plant is sit- 
uated on the Missouri Pacific, for ex- 
ample, receives or ships a car of freight 
originating or destined beyond the 16". 
the switching charges are 
included in the rate. 

‘If each road maintained independ. 
ent terminals there would be also sep- 
arate and distinct charges for every 
car delivered by one of them to ar- 
other. Because of the system in ef- 
fect here St. Louis has the most eco- 
nomic and efficient terminal facilities in 
the world. 

‘In Chicago, which is constantly be- 
ing compared with St. Louis in respect 
to_ terminal charges, the cost of de- 
livering freight is frequently $15 a car.

“A plant situated on the Chicago & 
Northwestern tracks, for instance, will 
have to pay $4 a car for coal shipped 
to it over the C. & E. I. from some 
point in Central or Southern Illinois. 
The railroads there absorb switching 
charges to the amount of $3 a car, 
but the consignee must pay eny cost 
in excess of that. 

The result is that consumers of coal in 
Chicago are constrained to buy from 
mines situated on the roads on which 
their factories are located. That gives 
the mine an opportunity te demand a 
price higher than is asked of those ‘who 
have the advantage of competition. In 
St. Louis the manufacturer in North 
St. Louis pays no’ more than his com- 
petitor in South St. Louis, and that is 
true because he has the same facilities 
and the same expenses in the way of 
switching.

For instance, for switch- 
ing a car of bituminous coal four miles 
er less we could charge x cents a 
ton. An average carloau of coal is 35 
tons. That would mean a charge of 
$9.45 a car. For moving a car for any 
distance between four and ten miles 
the rate could be made ») cents a ton. 
or $14: a car for 10 miles. between twen- 
ty-five apd thirty miles a charge of 53 
cents a ton, or $20 a car, would be 
permitted. 


Average Haul Ten Miles, 

“As the Terminal Association's aver- 
age haul is 10 miles it will ve seen what 
a vast diffeernce there is between the 
sum it costs the shippers of St. Louis 
under present conditions, and what they 
would have to pay if we willingly or 
involuntarily fixed our charges accord- 
ing to the Tllinois statute.

‘“Refore the inauguration of the Free 
Milk and Ice Fund,” said Dr. Albert 
Merrell, president of the Pure Milk Com- 
mission, ‘babies died by the thousands 
in the summer. Their greatest enemy 
was inanition. Since the organization 
of the commission, in 1904, this dsease is 
no longer formidable. The mortality rate 
among the babies of St. Louis has been 
reduced tod nearly nothing, as compared 
to what it was before. There has ‘been 
only one death among the users? of 
the pure milk, and in that case the baby 
was dying before the milk was pro- 
cured.”’ 

Dr. 3: C. Harris said: ‘‘Before the es- 
tablishment of the EF'ure Milk Comrnis- 
sion, the doctors were practically pow- 
erless in ecmbating with inanition and 
kindred diseases of babies, especially 
in the more densely populated districts 
of the city. They were swept down 
before them like flowers before the 
scythe, and all the medicires the. coc- 
tors could give were counteracted by 
the lack of proper nourishment, and by 
the disastrous effects of impure milk. 
Since the existence of the Pure Mtik 
Association, the cases of inanition are 
few and far between, and are in:me- 
diately overcome by the substitution 
of the pure milk. Death is a stranger 
to the families whose babies are fed 
the pure milk.” 

The inception of the work of the Pure 
Milk Commission dates back to the 
spring of 1903, when Walter Bernays, 
at that time city chemist, paid a visit to 
Mr. Nathan Strauss of New York, who 
had for many years been furnishing 
modified milk to the poor‘of that city. 
Mr. bBernays learned that Mr. Strauss 
was willing to furnish the equipment 
for the establishment of a milk labor- 
atory in this city, provided the neces- 
Sary support would be givén by the 
philanthropic citizens of St. Louis. 


Beginning of the Work. 

Later the matter was laid before the 
Board of Directors of the St. Louis 
Provident Association With a request 
that the association undertake the work, 
and in November of 1903 Drs. Saunders 
and Scherck read papers at the annual 
meeting of the Provident Association 
and urged not only the desirability but 
the necessity of Mmaugurating the work 
in our city.

adopted authorizing the appointment of 
a committee of zi to become the first 
board of directors and to arrange for 
the incorporation of the commission. 

This committee of 27, representing the 
leading departments of philanthropic ef- 
fort of the city, filed, on Feb. 26, 1904, 
the papers for the incorporation of the 
St. Louis Pure Milk Commission. 

Immediately upon the receipt of the 
charter the organization of the board 
was completed and the various com- 
mittees for active work created. 

The laboratory was opened and fully 
equipped in a building tendered by the 
Provident Association, at a cost ‘of 
$2,459.50, and was formally dedicated 
on June 28, 1904. 

On that occasion invitations were sent 
to the general public and the practical 
operation of the laboratory was called 
to the attention of the’ many visitors 
present. 

The milk is distributed to stations lo- 
cated in various congested districts of 
the city, and where the applicant is 
able to pay it ég sold at 1 cent per bot- 
tle for the smA4il size and 2 cents for the 
larger size. 

The milk is modified, then pasteurized 
and cooled to the proper temperature, 
after which it is packed in cases hold- 
ing 48 bottles, and thoroughly covered 
with cracked ice, and in these cases is 
distributed to the stations where it is 
delivered on application to those hav- 
ing regular prescriptions from’ physi- 
cians, indicating what modification is 
needed for the particular case. 


Where to Get Milk. 

Milk will be distributed this year from 
City Dispensaries Nos. 1 and 2; King- 
dion House Mission, 803 Hickory; Memo- 
rial Tabernacle, Fifteenth and Carr 
streets; Niedringhaus Mission, Seventh 
and Cass; Provident Association; St. 
Louis Children’s Hospital, 400 South Jef- 
ferson; St. Louis College of Physicians 
and Surgeons; Jefferson and Gamble; 
Markham Memorial Mission, Julia and 
Menard; and the United Jewish Chari- 
ties Mission, Ninth and Carr streets. 
The milk is procured either by those 
who can pay or by those who cannot, 
in the following manner: The baby 
for whom it is desired must be taken 
to a physician, who will examine it and 
give a prescription calling for milk 
modified to suit its requirements. The 
parent will take this prescription to the 


distributing station nearest home and 
there secure the milk every day. Any 


reputable physician will examine a baby 


and give the milk prescription without 
charge if the parents are too poor to 
pay. The physicians at the City Dis- 
pensaries also co-operate in this work 
without charge to any one.

FOR NEW YORK AQUEDUCT 





| Mayor McClellan Turns Sod for Excavation of 
Vast Reservoir to Be Dug Two Miles 
Back of Peeksville, N. Y.

(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
NEW YORK, June 20.—With a small 
silver trowel; Mayor McClellan today 
‘turned a sod of earth among the hills 
‘two miles back of Peekskill, .on the 
‘Hudson River. By this act he began 
ithe great undertaking which wiil cost 
*$162,000,000 and eventually furnish Great- 
er New York with 800,000,000 gallons of 
‘water daily, besides the amount avail- 
‘able from the present sources of sup- 
ply. 

From the simple beginning by the 
Mayor the Catskill aqueduct, 150 miles 
long, will be constructed. It will con- 
neet the Ashokon reservoir in the Eso- 
pus Valley with every borough of this 
city, including even Staten Island. The 
preliminary work of surveying for the 
gigantic excavation has reached such 
a stage the construction of the reser- 
voir itself and a second or storage 
reservoir can be pushed with speed. 

The aqueduct will have a_ channel 
height of 17 feet. It will wind among 
hills and across gorges jn the heart 
of the region immortalized by Wash- 
ington Irving and will pass under sev- 
eral creeks. At Storm King Mountain, 





wes = 


above West Point, it will descend more 


than a thousand feet to cross under- 
neath the bed of the Tludson. 

The line it will follow upon reaching 
the Bronx at Yonkers will be under 
the upper East River, under Brook- 
lyn, and finally under the Nurrows to 
Staten Island. . 

The Ashokon reservoir will consist of 
the impounded waters of the Esopus, 
Schoharie and Catskill creeks and the 
Rondout River and some smaller 
streams. Primarily the. reservoir will 
be constructed by a dam 220 feet high 
over the Esopus Creek, which will form 
a sheet of water 12 miles long and two 
miles wide along the creek itself. 

The maximum impounding capacity 
of this huge receptacle will be 120,000,- 
000,000 gallons. 

The engineering problems involved in 
building the aqueduct under the Hud- 
son will be the mos: difficult the engi- 
neers will have to face. , 

Estimates vary as to when the sys- 
tem will be completed.

The Grand Jury has been trying to as- 
certain whether certain teams for which 
their owners were paid rendered any 
service to the city. The Street Depurt- 
raent, on an average, employs 140 teams 
a day. The pay is #4 a day, for the 
team, driver and wagon. 

It is suspected that some persons who | 
had many teams to hire to the city 
had some of them listed in their own | 
names, and many others in the names 
of other persons. It is said to be almost 
imipossible under the conditions that 


how many team’ some coniractors were 
hiring to the city. 

The Grand Jury investigation is based 
upon the theory that there was col- 
lusion between employes of the Street 
Department and certain contractors by 
which teams were hired and paid for 
but rendered no service. This could not 
have been done unless inspectors, over- 
seers and superintendents were in the 
deal with the contractor.

MARRIAGE WAS A SECRET 





Ceremony Consisted Merely of His 
Placing Ring Upon Her 
Finger. 





ST. JOSEPH, Mo.—In the contest for 
possession of valuable real estate here 
disposed of by the late Dr. Galen E. 
Bishop to John S. Brittain, a wealthy 
wholesale dry goods merchant, there 
have been sensational developments. 
The plaintiff is Catherine T. Cochrane, 
or Bishop, as she styles herself, who 
alleges that she was the common-law 
wife of Dr. Bishop. 

Dr. Bishop was one of the most wide- 
ly known physicians in Northwest Mis- 
souri during the years following the 
Civil War. He lived at New Market 
during the war and when peace was 


declared he moved to St. Joseph. He 
was very eccentric and had no confi- 
dants. 

The woman’s testimony brought out 
the fact that she and Dr. Bishop were 
sweethearts as early as 1865, and that 
they were engaged to be married, but 
the doctor, she testified, neglected her, 
and finally married another. 


Disappointed Her. 


This was a bitter disappointment to 
Miss Cochrane. Years passed and in 
1883 she permitted Dr. Bishop to obtain 
the impression that she was about to 
sue him for breach of promise. 


Immediately, according to her testi- 
mony, the doctor made overtures to 
compromise. In consideration of an 
interest-bearing note for $5000, she 
dropped the prosecution, 

The first Mrs. Bishop died Dec. 17, 
1992. Feb. 23 or the following year Miss 
‘‘ochrane entered the establishment of 
ner old sweetheart as housekeeper. She 
continued as housekeeper for nearly a 
year. . . 

Declares Her Marriage. 

In January, 1894, she says, she was 

married to the doctor. It was a secret 


mariiage wit'.cut benefit of clergy. The 
doctor simply promised to be faithful 
to her 28 her husband and closed the 
simple rite by placing upon her finger 
a plain gold ring. — .

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“OVERJOYED” CHILDREN. 

Under the law which went into effect June 15, 
a reduction of labor time to nine hours a day has 
been made for Missouri child workers. It is said 
that 70,000 children are affected, nearly half of 
them employed in St. Louis, and that “they are 
overjoyed at the change.” 

The extent of their over-enjoyment of ::ine hours 
as a day’s working time is still the extent of the 
city’s reproach. Some of the most important bones 
in the bodies of child workers are still only part- 
ly formed. They have in them still cartilage not 
yet fully developed into bone. The demands of 
natural growth are heavier on all the organs of 
their bodies, including heart, brain and lungs, 
than on the organs of grown men and women 
for whom nine hours’ work a day, six days in 
the week, is hard labor. 

We need more active philanthropy in fighting 
consumption and other diseases of overstraining 
when St. Louis children are overjoyed at the 
charge to nine hours’ work a day. We also need 
more active education for those who make profits 
on this labor, until they realize more fully the 
meaning of the moral cost of money.

“IF THE PEOPLE INSIST.” 

It is infinitely satisfying to have the posi- 
tive assurance of Judge Selden P. Spencer of St. 
Louis, voiced through the medium ofan inter- 
view at Omaha, thet President Roosevelt will ac- 
cept a renomination next year, “if the peopl 
insist.” 

Emphatic declarations of unalterable convic- 
tions are all well enough in their way. But sober 
Be- 
sides, there is Teddy’s own oft-repeated working 
principle to be considered: ‘‘Insist upon what you 
want and then compromise upon the best you can 
get.” Accordingly, if the American people refuse 
to grant his higl.est and best desire, then he must 
be willing to compromise with them upon a third 
term. He’s a thoroughly consistent man, is Ted- 
dy, always eager to practice the doctrines he 
preaches. 

Well, then! Now that this point is clearly un- 
derstood, will Judge Spencer enlighten us upon 
another point? 

Must the people do their insisting wholly volun- 
tarily and of their own free will? Or is the Presi- 
dent, in his own understanding of the case, free 
to stimulate their insistence a bit, now and then? 
That is to say, is this to be a “mollycoddle” boom, 
or one full of the strenuous fire of his own person- 
ality? It isn’t like him to “start something” in 
which he takes a lively interest, and then go away 
and leave it to look after itself. Now that he has 
yielded this gracious compromise, is he at liberty 
to make the compromise binding and effective, to 
the full extent of all the power that’s in him? 

Speak up, Judge Spencer! In fairness to all, 
these points ought to be made clear. 
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“The man of wealth should be the first to be 
shown where he has violated the law,” says the 
President of the Police Board. Certainly the rich 
offender may easily pay his fines. 
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SAVE THE COLISEUM. 

The Coliseum project needs another strong pull 
to assure its success. Mr. James A. Smith, presi- 
dent of the Business Men’s League, who is at the 
head of the Finance Committee, reports a short- 
age of about $25,000 of the sum needéd to build 
the Coliseum. 

The Finance Committee has done faithful work. 
It has organized the project on a sound basis and 
has thoroughly canvassed the city. Its efforts 
should be seconded by all those who are inter- 
ested in the success of this plan to equip St. Louis 
with a great -convention and amusement audi- 
torium. 

The failure of the Coliseum project would be a 
calamity to the city. Every citizen who engages 
in public work fully realizes the need of a build- 
ing of the kind designed for erection at Jefferson 
and Washington avenues. Several plans for the 
benefit of the ‘city now hang in the balance await- 
ing the- outcome of the Coliseum movement. A 
failure at this point, when only a small sum is 
needed to complete the fund, would be a refiectio 
on St. Louis. / 

Many subscribers, realizing the value of the 
Coliseum to St. Louis, have done more than their 
share—have doubled their subscriptions. If the 
interests—many of them _ representing great 
wealth—which have not subscribed would do their 
share, the work would be finished. The time is 
short. There should be prompt action on the part 
of the men to whom appeals have been sent to 
make up the balance.

An Explanation of the Speckled Trout Shower and Other Phe- 
nonrena From a Post-Dispatch Scientist.

ng storm and were borne upon the wind until dropped with a great downpour, 
f water into Independence. 

And now comes the discovery of a real ocean octopus clinging by its ten- 
acles to a picket fence in St. Louis. It was found there after a heavy rain 
storm. Scientists, it is quite likely, will assert that this young octopus was 
lifted from the Gulf of Mexico by one of the waterspouts common there and 
was carried with the clouds until it descended in St. Louis. 

Such freaks of nature are not uncommon. Showers of young frogs, of fish. 
and of earth worms have occurred so often fn different parts of the earth that 
well-informed persons have ceased to wonder at them. Darwin, in his “Origin 
of Species,’”’ tells of many such happenings, and thus explains how arate:

For some reason the last year or 80 
has marked an unprecedented rush of 
Americans to Egypt. More. from the 
United States have visited the valley of 
the Nile this season than ever before, 
and the hotels are well booked up for 
next winter’s invasion. For the last 30 
years Egypt, from Cairo to Assuan, has 
been the favorite rendezvous of the 
English, and they, too, were seen there 
in increased numbers this year. But the 
‘American invasion is just beginn!ng. 
It is amusing to hear Cairo alluded to 
as.“a modern city,” as it often is. The 
only modern features in it are the elec- 
tric street cars, of which there are a 
few, and the hotels, if they can be ca‘a- 
logued among the features. From the 
moment one steps from the Mamburg 
finer at Alexandria the picture becoines 
less and less modern, and by the time 
one has reached Cairo, three hours 
hence by express from Alexandria, he is 
carried back thousands of years. To the 
American accustomed to counting his 
years in decades, Cairo is certainly any- 
thing but modern. True enough, the 
electric bus meets one at the station, 
and the interpreter in native costume 
sm § somewhat of the St. Leuis Fair; 

ut after you are on your way to the 
hotel, St. Louis is lost, and everything 
becomes Egyptian. 

Many Blind People. 

The first thing that impresses the 
stranger in Cairo is the number of 
blind—men, women and children—tc be 
found everywhere in the shops and on 
the streets. Ophthalmia is very prev- 
alent throughout Egypt. Because of 
Superstition concerning ‘‘the evil eve," 
the native mothers of the middle or the 
lower class do not wash the eyes of 
their babies at all. Watching the flies 
buzzing unheeded around and upon 
these blind children, a stranger hastens 
to buy a fly whisk. These are for sale 
everywhere, and are quite attractive 
with their ornaments of fancy beads 
and palm-leaf fibre. Blind beggars greet 
one at every corner. Even in the high- 
class Egyptian families there are many 
blind. 

The goods displayed to tourists in 
greatest quantity in Cairo are those em- 
broidered with gold threads on grass 
cloth, showing exquisite needlework, and 
also the white-and-silver and black-and- 

ver scarfs, so popular with the tour- 

t, and which cost a goodly price in 

Europe and America, but are fair- 
ly. rea@Ponable in Cairo, considering the 
material and the work they represent. 
Oranges are the chief winter fruit of 
Egypt, and they are delicious, thin- 
skinned, juicy and sweet, and are sold 
for four or five cents each in American 
money. 

Pyramids and Bazars. 

There are two places which attract 
the teurist first of all, and it depends 
entirely on whether the traveler is a 
Man or a woman which is visited first.
